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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first member being one of a pin 
and a groove of claim 2; the second member being a pin or a groove of claim 2; the antenna of 
claims 5 and 15; the sensor of claims 6 and 16; the door-locking switch of claims 7 and 17; the 
protrusion provided at the handle fi-ame of claim 10; the groove provided at the arm portion of 
claim 10; and the first connecting element being both a connector and a connector holder of 
claims 8, 9, 18 and 19 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the apphcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1,10, and 12 objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, the position recited on line 16 should be distinguished from the position 
initially recited on line 1 1 . 

In claim 10, the "axis" of line 12 should be distinguished from the "axis" of line 6 for 

clarity. 

In claim 12, line 2, "arm" should be "the arm". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this OflFice action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the apphcant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 3 5 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Muneta. 
Muneta (6,543, 090).discloses an outside handle device comprising: a handle frame 

provided inside a vehicle door; a handle portion located outside the vehicle door, the handle 
portion comprising an arm portion possessing a distal end; the arm portion of the handle portion 
extending into the handle frame, with the distal end of the arm portion contacting the handle 
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frame at a position about which the handle portion rotates when the handle portion is rotated to 
open the vehicle door; and first and second members provided at the arm portion of the handle 
portion and the handle frame respectively, the first member 35 being located at a position 
different fi-om the distal end of the arm portion, the second member 4 being in sliding 
engagement with the first member to define a path of extension of the handle frame. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3-9 and 1 1-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
